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SCHEDULE OF CHARGES 


All material accepted for storage is stored underground within 
the confines of Iron Mountain. In addition each customer is 
assigned either to a private vault or a common vault where each 
account has its own private space. 


1) Private vaults range in size from 400 cubic feet (approximately 
7' x 8' x 7'2") on up. The annual rental is $2. 50 a cubic foot 
with a minimum lease of three years. 

2) Space in the common vaults is based on a unit of approximately 
1 cubic foot and can be supplied with the following types of 
housing equipment depending on the material to be stored. 

(a) Microfilm drawer holding up to 66 rolls of 16mm microfilm 
or 42 rolls of 35mm microfilm. 

(b) Aperture card drawer holding up to 3600 standard aperture 
cards. 

(c) Hard copy container measuring 10"x 12 M x 15". 

(d) Magnetic tape container holding 6 reels of 2 inch tape.
